Front I'ictuo.sexuel d'Action IfevDlutionnad-re 
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The following is the R.U. position on homo¬ 
sexuality and gay liberation. Our position on 
homosexuality and the gay I i berat lion movement 
starts from an analysis of the concrete condi¬ 
tions of life in the U.S.A., today. The problem 
we direct ourselves to is what is the correct 
path TO follow if we are to defeat imperialism 
and establish socialism in this country, and 
what role wi1 f homosexuals and gay liberation 
play in the revolutionary struggle. Me will 
deal first with our analysis of gay liberation. 

The U.S,A, is an imperialist power on the 
decline. It is being attacked by rising revol¬ 
utionary movements throughout the world cind 
within the U.S.A. itself and it is facing in¬ 
creased competit-ion from other imperialist pow¬ 
ers, To maintain its wealth and power, the 
ruling class is forced to increase its oppres¬ 
sion and exp Ioitation at home, A I though Ci+ J 
hits hardest on Third V'^ioold and working class 
people, it is felt by almost everyone. Includ¬ 
ing large sections of the petty bourgeoisie. 

The a Iienat ton that peopIe living in capitaIist 
society a I ready feel is greatiy intensified. 

The ruling class attempts to hold back the ad¬ 
vancing revolutionary movement by Increasing the 
contradictions between white and Third WorId 
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workers^ between working class and the petty 
bourgeo! s i ej, between men and women .. 

Homosexuality is a response - consciously or 
not - to a male supremacist society. Because it 
is a response to oppressive institutions and op¬ 
pressive) relationships it is not necessarily a 
progressive response or one that challenges the 
power of the monopoly capitalist. We see that 
the pressures that capitalist society LputsJ on 
each indiVidua1 are tremendous. The diffIcuIty 
we have in all of our relationships, the lack of 
fuH'i I Iment in our dai iy I Ives is a source of 
anxiety and personal sufferinq. As our relation- 
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ships become unstable,, people - particulariy the 
petty bourqeoisie, which has more ieisure time - 
scramble about in a desperate attempt to find 
some meaning in their lives., Today people are 
grasping at all kinds of straws, at exotic re Ii- 
gious sects, mysticism, drugs, pornography, pro- 
m i scLi i ty, sex org i es, trotsky i sm, etc. Peop 1 e 
move to rural communes because they feel totally 
a!!ena+ed from capita1ist society, especiaiIy in 
the decaying urban centers. We can understand 
where such a response comes from, but we don^'t 
therefore caM it progressive. A response, a 
movement, a struggle i's progress i vue If it nioves 
the struggle of the working class forward; if it

Homosexua It ty i s an 1 nd I v 1 dua i response to- 
rnaie supremacy and maie chauvinism; it is a res¬ 
ponse which turns its back to the struggle be¬ 
tween men and women. We think that Lesbian ism 
is more understandable as an escape from male 
chauv i n i srn; ma I e homosexua i i ty re i nforces ma I e 
chauv i n i sm i n i ts ref usa I to dea I! w i th re li a- 
tionships with women. Both forms of homosexual¬ 
ity^ howevery are premised upon the unwilling¬ 
ness to struggle with the opposite sex in very 
Important re I ation s hip s. 

It Is impo-rtant to deal concretely with homo¬ 
sexual relationships as they exist In our soci¬ 
ety today.

These a re wome n who said that t hey 
wou t dn’t or cou!dn ^ t dea! with men In their per¬ 
sonal relationships. Such a choice is clearly 
individualist; it says: J_ have a right to relate 
the way I want to, J_ can do what £ want with ^ 
body. There are many people who became homo¬ 
sexual out of inclination, or for a thO'Usand 
other reasons which we can cal! more or less un-^ 
conscious. Objectively, however, there are..jio 
real difference Lsl between the two cases, al¬ 
though the subjective attitudes of the people 
involved might be different^ In both cases, 
people are in relationships which necessarily 
place them outside the ma i nstrearrii of o-ur society 
and thus puts enormous strains upon the rela¬ 
tionships, strains over and above which exist in 
heterosexual relationships, which are by no means 
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exist.. As materialists we don’t deal with any¬ 
thing in the absTract, we don’t deal with homo¬ 
sexuality as it might exist in some future soci¬ 
ety where people live without sexual or other in¬ 
hibitions. '^ie don’t make reference to some so- 
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relationships in 


state. As a rule, homosexual 
our society are extremeiy d i f 
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tfCi..Ht', require a lot of time to make work, if 
they work at all. They Involve a great dea ! more 
cultivation than do heterosexual relationships. 

Based on the above considerat Ions, we see that 


osexuals are forced 


to Iive on the periphery 
f society (insofar as their reSationships'are' 


subject to public abuse), and therefore, such re- 
lai J Of! slops can oe only individual solutions to 





























the contradictions of imperialism, much in the 
same way as going to live on a commune is an in¬ 
dividual response to altenatlon or in the same 
way as embracing a religion is an individual so¬ 
lution,. Because people who make such a choice 
are estranged is unfortunate, but again it Is not 
a sign of their being progressive. The thing 
that ma.kes it individual -- and not progressive - 



is not that it is done alone (communes can in¬ 
volve a lot of people), but that it does not en¬ 
gage the masses of people in struggle, it doesn't 
organize or set the basis for organizing masses 
of people to fight around their needs. 

in posing an individual solution to the con¬ 
tradictions of monopoly capitalism, homosexuality 
is an ideology of the petty bourgeoisie, and mLfst 
be clearly distinguished from proletarian ideolo¬ 
gy. The ideology of the working class is based 
on the knowledge that the only way to resolve the 
contradictions of capitaIism is through mass 
struggle with each other and against our common 
oppressors. To say that homosexuality is based 
on petty bourgeois ideology is not to cast asper¬ 
sions on homosexuals any more than calling most 
students petty bourgeois is to put them down. As 
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Chairman Mao says: *’I n class society everyone 
1 ives as a member of a particular class^, and eve¬ 
ry kind of thinking, without exception, is 
stamped with the brand of a class,.'* 

To say that homosexuat ity is stamped with the 
b randl of the petty bourgeo isle shou I d not i mp i y 
that gay people cannot be and are not strong 
fl-ghters against imperialism. But we should be 
clear that it is not the homosexuality of gay 
people which makes them into anti-irnperiaiist 
fighters, it is quite possible that niiany gay 
people begin to- recognize the nature of imperial¬ 
ism as a system because of particular attacks on 
their democratic rights. There is, hov/ever, of¬ 
ten a difference between the way in which people 
come to recognize the beast and the weapons they 
use in fighting it. Gay people can be anti-impe¬ 
rialists, because they see imperialism as the en- 
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th# faet that many sections of the petty bour^ 
geo is women *s movement of the si.xtles concentra¬ 
ted on the psychoiogicaI aspects of the oppres¬ 
sion of womehij, on the attitude of male clhauvin- 
isrfu Women’s oppression was caused by se,xi'st 
aft Ifudes ^ by ma f e chauvin{st ideas which p!aced 
women (and men) in certain well defined roies.. 

With such an analysis^ parts of the women’s 
. movement began to see that gay people were e- 
I qua My oppressed by sexist attitudes and gay re- 
I at! onsh I ps equa M y d 1 storted by oppress i ve 
roles. The oppression of 'women and gay people 
were seen as rooted in the same cause: sexism. 

What this analysis left out was the primary 
cause of women’s oppression, that is, the mate¬ 
rial cause of their oppression. That is why we 
speak of male supremacy to speak of the institu- 
tiO'na! forms of oppression, and male chauvinism 
as the Ideology and psychological attitudes 
which are used to justify male supremacy. In 
Narxist terminology they are related as base to 
superstructure. The oppression of women devel¬ 
oped histor IcaI 1y out of the division of 1 a bor 
of ancient slave society and continues today 
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w i th the division of labor in cap 1ta tist soci- 
ety. The oppression of women Is based primarily 
on mater i a I oppression due to the i r pos it ion in 
production (reserve labor forcecheap labor,, un¬ 
paid labor in the home) and reproduction (as 
mothers). !mperia tism profits direef\y f rom the 
oppression and exploitation of viomen. This is 
not' true for gay people. They are not materia Hy 
oppressed as a group, and the denial of their de¬ 
mocratic rights does not secure great profits for 
the ruling class. 



The confusion of the fight for democratic 
rights with a liberat I on struggle Is based on i- 
■deal!Stic, metaphysical understanding of oppres¬ 
sion. To raiseethe slogan of ”go gay and smash 
the state'*'* is to lead people down the road of 

certain defeat. The gay liberation movement has 
no class analysis of imperialism,, it claims to be 
above classes, attacking the ^’deeper” roots of 
oppression. The roots of oppression are summed 
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up in the fundamental contradiction in capitalist 
society^, that between the petty bourgeoisie and 
the working class. In reaiityj, gay liberation is 
anti“Working class and counter revolutionary. 

Its attacks on the family would rob poor and 
working: class people of the most viable social u- 
nit for their survival and for the revolutionary 
struggle against the Imperialist system. The 
k only real ! i berat i onthe only road to real hap- 
1; pi ness for homosexuals “ like all people caught 
in the mure and muck of bourgeois decadence - is 
If to eliminate the reactionary,, rotting system that 
' drives them tO' homosexuality; and to build a new 
society, under the rule of the working class, 
that promotes working class culture and ideology - 




































the principles of equality^ cooperation and the 
d I gn I ty of coll ect i ve I abor - i n oppos i t i on to 
selfishness, self-indulgence and the decadence of 
individualism and exp Ioitai't ve re I ation s. 

The practice ot gay liberation bears out its 
anti-working class ideology.. An example of this 
is a deETiO'nstrat ion called by the National Organ¬ 
ization of Women in N.Y'.C.. last August, Although 
N, 0 ..Wk is petty bourgeois it does have progres¬ 
sive aspects.. At this ra i l y, Third World women 
who had led the struggle of maids at Columbia U- 
ni versify against discrimination in hirirsg and 
firing were scheduled to .speak. Lesbian activists 
attacked the speakers’ stand and seized the mi¬ 
crophone because no Lesbians had been on the pro¬ 
gram. This destroyed the rally and held back the 
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unity of the women'’s movement. 

Gay women also played a destructive rote In 
iN.Y. in recent planning for a rally around inter¬ 
national Women’■ s . Day. All groups present agreed 
on only raising slogans concerning the democratic 
rights of women such as daycare and free abor¬ 
tion. The fragile unity which existed between 
the participating groups was destroyed when the 
gay women refused to take part in any demonetra— 
tion which didnH "raise support for gay libera¬ 
tion" as a slogan. Many of the Third World women 
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in the group were dlsmiayed at the blatantly anti- 
worki ng^class and national chauvinist character 
of the gay group.. 

The R..U. supports the democratic rights of gay 
people under capitalism but we do not feel that 
the Attica Brigade has to take a si and on ihis 
cjiUest i on. Although vj'e support these democrafic 
riQihts, we do not do so in an abstract way. 
oppose the arbitrary use of laws against homo¬ 
sexuality and we oppose bourgeois methods of 
treating homosexuais as "criminais". We do nor 





























uphold any so-cailed general abstract 'bright to 
be homosexual". To make a coimparison with reli¬ 
gion ~ we support the democratic rights of peop¬ 
le to exercise freedom of religion, but we 
wouldn’’t support the right ot some Jesus-freak 
sect to^ proselytize in working class neighbor¬ 
hoods, but we would support a Black NusIim being 
brutalized in prison. We support the democratic 
right O’f free speech, but we don't support the 
racia! demagogues.
